KRAPINA 


Krapina 

A small town in the Hrvatsko Zagorje region. Close by, 
important palaeolithic remains were discovered in 1899 
by Dragutin Gorjanovic-Kramberger. They included 
the bones of “Krapina man" (now in the Geological- 
Palaeontological Museum, Zagreb), who belonged to the 
Neanderthal group, and his artefacts of Mousterian 
type. The Neanderthal prehistoric man lived in Europe 
50,000 to 200,000 years ago. Not far from Krapina, at 
Mihaljekov Jarek, there are three Roman shrines to 
Jupiter.- 

The settlement of Krapina is mentioned from 1193, 
and the fortress from 1330. This fell into ruins in the 
18th century, so that very little is now left of the once 
extensive fortifications. The building which now houses 
the town museum was raised on its site. 

The Gothic parish church of St Nicholas was altered 
in 1901—1903. The baroque Franciscan abbey and 
church of St Catherine date from 1644—1657. The 
portal on the facade has the escutcheon of its 
benefactor Franjo Keglevic. The baroque furnishings 
include a 17th-century main altar, side altars from the 
18th century and a pulpit (1773) with figural 
ornamentation. The church and sacristy both have 
trompe-l'oeil wall paintings by Ivan Ranger. Beside the 
church is a St Mary pillar from the early 18th century.

Otocec ob Krki 
* A castle on an islet in the Krka river; actually it stood 
on the right bank of the river until a channel was dug 
so that the castle would be surrounded by water. First 
recorded in 1252, the castle has had several owners, one 
of whom was Ivan Lenkovic, senior captain of the 
Croatian-Slovenian military march, who purchased the 
castle in 1560. It acquired its present form in the late 
15th century: a Gothic L-shaped nucleus with wings 
facing north and west, a ground plan typical of castles 
in this region. There are 16th-century Renaissance 
frescoes in a room in the southeast wing (Lucretia, 
hunting scenes). Additions were made in the 18th 
century (the chapel in 1738), and in the 19th century, 
the castle was restored in the Romanesque style. It was 
heavily damaged during World War II but has now been 
converted into a hotel.

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Rovinj 

A small town in Istria. Founded in late antiquity on a 
small offshore island, (the channel filled in 1763) the 
settlement was cited in the early 8th century as Ruigno. 
In medieval times it was protected by a double circuit 
of walls which the Venetians repaired and reinforced in 
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the 15th century. In later centuries the walls were tom 
down and incorporated into new constructions. From 
the 17th century onwards the town began to spread 
outside the walls to the nearby mainland hillside; when 
the channel was filled in, both parts merged into one. 
Rovinj is a typical Mediterranean town, the layout 
dictated by the contours of the island, a maze of narrow 
winding streets with covered passages, small squares 
and other picturesque features. 

The settlement is dominated by the baroque church 
of St Euphemia (Sveta Eufemija, Fume), on a site 
occupied by two earlier churches: St George’s, an early 
Christian church (5th or 6th century) and a pre- 
Romanesque church (9th or 10th century). Supporting 
pilasters from the two old churches survive. The church 
of St Euphemia (built in 1736, the facade in 1861) 


possesses valuable furnishings from various periods. 
The church contains the 6th-century sarcophagus of St 
Euphemia (adapted in the 15th century) and by the side 
entrance a 14th-century marble relief of the saint The 
Gothic stonework in the church dates from the 15th 
century. Two paintings (The Last Supper and Christ in 
the Garden of Gethsemane) are by Venetian artists of 
the 16th and 17th centuries. The bell-tower, 60m high, a 
large copper statue of St Euphemia on the spire, was 
erected between 1654 and 1677, modelled on St Marko’s 
in Venice. 

Near the port one finds a clock-tower, the baroque 
Balbi arch (1680) and the 17th-century town hall, 
which now accommodates a museum and painting 
gallery. Other attractions of the town are several 
Renaissance and baroque mansions.

Outside the medieval walls in an area that later 
became an integral part of the town, is the oldest 
surviving monument, the 13th-century Romanesque 
chapel of the Holy Trinity Also in this part of town are 
the monastery and church of St Francis (built in 1710) 
possessing a valuable library. The Sational Liberation 
War monument is by Ivan Sabolic (1956). 

On the Muntrav promontory south of Rovinj is a 
large park; nearby are some ancient stone quarries 
which supplied stone for the Doge's palace and other 


buildings in Venice. Just off Muntrav is Red Island 
(Crveni otok) where Roman remains have been found 
In the early medieval period, possibly as early as the 
6th century, a Benedictine monastery was built on the 
island, later turned over to the Franciscans. Parts of the 
monastery and the pre-Romanesque church of St 
.Andrew were incorporated into a 19th-century villa 
(today the Dvorac Hotel). Fragments of a pre- 
Romanesque mural of The Assumption can be seen in 
the cupola and in a recess a late Gothic Crucifixion.

Role planned for private investors 


THE YUGOSLAV government has propo¬ 
sed economic restructuring which would 
allow its citizens to buy stocks and bonds 
in state-run companies. The draft of the 
restructuring plans has been presented to 
parliament for debate by a government- 
appointed committee of 140 economists 
and scientists. Reports say Prime Minister 
Branko Mikulic wanted legislation sup¬ 
porting the changes to be enacted by 


January 1 1989. 

Stocks and bonds would be issued by 
state-run companies for sale to workers or 
other citizens, according to the Yugoslav 
newspaper Vecernje Novosti. The move is 
part of an economic overhaul which inc¬ 
ludes, wage cuts and price controls on 
many of the country’s goods and services 
and a devaluation of the Yugoslav currency, 
the dinar. BJ
